LONDON, Jan.. 10.—The conclusion is 
reached by the official observer attached 
to British headquarters at the front ina 
report given out today under date of Jan. 
8 that heavy guns are of supreme im- 
| portance in modern warfare. 
„Experiences in this war have caused 
many profoungé modifications of theories 
commonly. held before. it started, he 
says. “ But no factor was so underesti- 
mated as the effect of high explosive 
projectiles fired by guns and howitzers. 
“The opening of the war found the al- 
lies in a position of inferiority to the 
@nemy in this respect—an inferiority 
which, however, has since been made 
good—and the Germans are now experi- 
encing to a far greater extent than before 
the devastating effects of these missiles. 


Effect of Guns Surprise. 

“The successes of the Japanese at Port 
Arthur had given an inkling of the po- 
tentialities of the heavy howitzer when 
employed against permanent fortifica- 
tions, but the decisive effect of high ex- 
| plosives against troops in the field, in 
well concealed entrenchments, has come 
as a complete surprise. 

“The gunner, and more especially the 
garrison gunner, has come into his own, 
for this arm of the service has assumed 
importance greater probably than it Ver 
has before possessed, and certainly 
greater than it has known since the time 
of Napoleon, who, an artillery officer 
himself, placed great reliance on the 
moral and material effect of the fire of 
massed batteries concentrated against 
that section of the enemy's line which it 
was his intention to break. - 

But for the last hundred yes nst 
troops in the field artillery has, enerally 
speaking, been depended upon to create 
a moral effect rather than to achieve any 
great material result, and it has been re- 
served for this war to prove that it is the 
chief agent in destroying ~ enemy's 
power of resistance. 


Disastrous on Trenches.

MINIMUM WAGE ACTS IN SUPREME 


COURT. 

Among the great and momentons cases that the 
United States Supreme court has, been called upon 
to hear and determine, that which was argued a 
few days ago by Mr. Brandeis is certain to occupy 
a conspicuous place, no matter how the decision 
goes. The case involves the constitutionality of 
the minimum wage acts of the several states that 
have adopted such legislation in the last two or 
three years. Technically only two Oregon cases 
are before the court, but as the several acta rest 
on the same general principle, a decision in one 
case, on its merita, will mean, in practical effect, 
@ decision for all. | . a 
The question of law put up to the Supreme 
court is simple enough on its face: Does an act 
which establishes a minimum wage for women 
employed in certain industries, or in any and all 
industries, of a state contravene and violate the 
provisions of the federal constitution that guaran- 


tract? Has u state the right to aay to an em- 
ployer of women, “ You may not pay less than this 
fixed minimum wage,” and to the employés, “ You 
may not work for less than this prescribed mini- 
mum wage”? 

It will be perceived that virtually the same ques- 
tion was involved in the ten and eight hour acts 
for women employés. These acts, at first vigorously 
assailed and held invalid as constituting serious 
infringements on the right of contract and property, 
have been deliberately sustained by state and 
federal tribunals in the light of new social and 
economic data. What, students and social workers 
are wondering, will the Supreme court say about 
the validity of acts that limit the right of contract 
and property by fixing minimum wage standards 
for women? 3 

In arguing the Oregon wage ¢nses Mr. Brandeis 
pursued the same method that praved so success- 
ful in the ten hour law cases. He dealt with the 
legal aspect very briefly and with the practical 
and moral aspects of the question very exhaus- 
tively. He and his capable assistant, Miss Jo- 
sephine Goldmark, filed a brief that is a bort of 
veritable encyclopedia on the subject of women’s 
work, wages, living conditions, and the effects, 
physical and moral, of insufficient pay. The es- 
sential contentlon is that the same considerations 
which warrant the compulsory maximum workday 
warrant the establishment of a minimum wage; 
that, in short, public health and morals permit and 
enjoin legislative regulation of wages in the case 
of women under the police power. Whether or 
hot the Supreme court will indorse this ._view— 
ae the Supreme court of Oregon has—time will tell. 
In any event, to repeat, the decision will be a 
memorable and notable one, and the opinion will 
command world attention. 7
